COLORED WITCHORAFT. 


trange Superstitions Among the Race 
° at Bourbon County, Ky. | 
Paris (Ky.) Cor. Cinctnnati Commercial. 
It is a remarkable, but none the less true, 
reason that the great hindrance to the educa- 


| tion of the colored race, and particularly that 


portion ot it whose minds yet bear the im- 
print of slavery, is due totheir superstitious 
notions and their devotion to the mvstical. 
Here in Kentucky, where no such obstacles as 

revail throughout the remote South have 
Sone thrown in their path to enlightenment, 
we might reasonably expect that the sun of 
education would soon dispel the mists of 
superstition, but such is not the case, for in 
the incidents I now pelate it will be scen that 
the majority of colored te can not be con- 
vineed of a fact that is directly in opposition 
to their ideasof what superstition tells them 


it ought tobe. 


¥or several years past the colored residents | 


of tbis city have never been without some 
theme upon which to pasea belief in super- 
stition, and the advent of afresh subject this 
week impels meto give you the full particu- 
lars of several remarkable cases. 

In order to do this, it will be necessarv to 
call to mind ap occurrence inthe early months 
of 1875. The bodies of two colored men, 
whose names now escape me, were found lit- 
erally chopped to pieces a short distance 
north of this city, onthe Kentucky Central 
Railread. An empty whisky bottle found 
near would indicate that, becoming intoxicat- 
ed, they bad lain down on the track to sleep 
off a drunken stupor, but the absence of any 
reasonable quantity of blood on the rail and 
crogs ties gave occasion for the suspicion that 
they had been murdeied, and afterwards 
placed onthetrack. This suspicion wasina 
wanner verified by the statement ofa man 
who, the night previous, had seen a wagon, 
the lcod in which was covered witha sheet, 
going in the direction of the place where the 
men were found. [twas rumored at the 
time that the murder of the two negroes was 
committed in Claysville, at the bar-room ofa 
somewhat notorious character named Ira- 
zier Breckinridge, and that his assistant in 
the crime wasatoan named Merritt. The 
bodies of the two men were exhuined, but no 
marks of violence other than those com:

HOME-MADE LIGHTNING. 


A Remarkabde Mountain of ‘‘Magneti, 
or Electric Rock.’’

kind of rock found in the tunnel of that wine 
that emitted a bright glow, as phosphory,.

“This was at the time 
classified, for want of a better name. 
as phospku'etic rock, The miners in the 
district called it ‘*heil’s tire rock,’’ and the 
tunne} is known in the neighborhod as "*he}}’; 
hole.”? R.N. Baskin, owamer of the mine 
recently forwarded some samples of thi. 
strange rock to the professors of chemistry 4 
Yale Coilege. On careful analysis it was found 
to contain no phosphorus.as at first surmised. 
The gangue was easilv determined; bit tie 
subtle power that gave light to the rock bag. 
tied the sages of New Haven, and the broad 
term megnetic or electric rock Was <iven to 
it. This is sometbing new in mining. Miners 
sometimes get struck by tightning, but this jx 
the first well authentieated instance 
on record where a miner has struck 
lightning.

JUMPED FROM THE BRIDGE.

An Unknown Man Leaps Into the River 
To-Day. 

An unknown man committed suicide this 
morning between eleven and twelve o’clock, 
by jumping off the great bridge into the river 
at a point midway between the first 


and second abutments. The man walked 
out on the bridge from the St. Louis 
side, deliberate)y mcunted one of the seats 
along the rail on the south side, and coolly 
threw himself over, striking in the water 
where it was perfectly clear ofice. Parties 
on the bridge and alongthe river. who saw 
the man after be had leaped from the rail, 
said that he made a desperate 
effort to save himself, and succeeded in keeping 
above the water for some minutes, until he 
had floated down several hundred yards, 
when he went under for the last time ata 
point nearly opposite the Kagie Packet Com- 
panv’s wharf-boat. An effort was made by 
darkies onthe levee to get a boatout tothe 
man, but the iceran so thick between the 
shore andthe struggling man that it was 
found impossible toreach him. At no time 
was he more than sixty feet from the shore. 
Ofticer McDermott, of the Bridge Company, 
tolda Posr-DisrvaTcH reporter that he 
noticed the man when he passed him near 
tbe first abutment. He was plainly dressed 
in asuitof brown clothes, witha dark frock 
overcoat,’and appeared to be about forty 
vears old. When be passed the officer he 
made some commonplace remark, acting at 
the time very nervously, as if just recovering 
from a prolonged spree. When 
about half way to the second 
pier he stopped and looked around 
a few minutes, then male the fatal leap. 
Melermott saw him strike the water and 
said that he made a great eifort to keep 
sfloat. Hesunk about 200 yards below the 
bridge, and the body bas not yet been recov- 
ered. A great many people witnessed the 
suicide but no one could supply anvinforma-

One Hundred Thousand Dollars’ Worth 
in the City.

‘Tl really do not like my new part, in one 
sense: in others I do. The character of 
Antonia is one that takes no ho!d on the sym- 
pathies of the audience from first to last.
